Charles Simsey, 
the 
young 
dis­ 
charged soldier, who drank nearly a 
pint of sulp huric acid at the Wilson 
Auto Co. garage 
Monday 
evening 
when he was confronted with the a r­ 
rest for the theft of a 
River Rouge, 
Mich., physician’s automobile, died at 
the Dixon hospital at 9 :30 o’clock 
last night. 
Twenty minutes after life had de­ 
p arted from his body his mother, Mrs. 
Mary Oldsfield and his two sisters, 
arrived at the hospital from Detroit 
in response to the 
telegrams 
dis­ 
p atched Monday night 
by 
Sheriff 
Schoenholz. 
The three women were 
p rostrated with grief over the boy’s 
death and were able to talk blit lit­ 
tle to the authorities last night. 


Inquest Held Today. 
The remains were tak en to 
the 
Staples undertak ing rooms and Cor­ 
oner Whetston was summoned from 
Steward, arriving today to 
conduct 
the inquest. 


Died In G reat Agony. 
Simsey died in great, agony, his 
sufferings increasing 
as 
the after­ 
noon wore into the evening. 
Until 
about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
his throat had given him the most 
pain, but after that hour the effects 
of the deadly fluid on the tender 
membranes 
of 
his 
stomach 
com­ 
menced to be more noticeable and his 
sufferings were pathetic. He was con­ 
scious almost to the moment of his 
death and drank a glass of milk fif­ 
teen minutes before the end. 


Was One Of Gang. 
During the afternoon he talk ed with 
Sheriff 
Schoenholz 
and 
Deputies 
Phillips and Miller, one of whom was 
with him almost constantly; and to 
them he expressed a desire to live 
and be paroled to the Lee county au ­ 
thorities. 
He said if lie could have 
that desire he would work steadily 
and rep ort to them once a week . 
Rut he expressed the fear that if 
he did get -well and was sent to p ris­ 
on it would do him 
110 good. 
It was 
learned that lie was one of a gang of 
auto thieves, and he told of having 
met and of k nowing Carl Anderson, 
a lame youth who was sent to prison 
from Lee county in 19 11 for steal­ 
ing a Pack ard automobile from the 
Jo e Miller garage in this city. 


Anderson Is At It Again. 
It will he remembered by readers 
of The Telegrap h that in 19 11 a big 
Pack ard car belonging to a Minnea­ 
polis man, was tak en from the Miller 
garage, and was later recovered in 
Dayton, O., Sheriff Reid and Deputy 
Phillips going there and returning 
with Carl Anderson and a young fel­ 
low named Alfredo. 
They were tried 
in the Lee county Circuit court and 
Anderson was,found guilty and was 
sent to Joliet. 
The jury held that 
there was no evidence to prove that 
Alfredo was connected with the theft 
of the machine and he was releas­ 
ed. 
Simsey told the local authorities 
that Anderson is again free and is 
one of the prime movers in a gang 
of auto thieves. 
The boy told that 
he had gotten mixed up with this 
crowd and had been brok en into a u ­ 
to-stealing by tak ing cars in Detroit 
for joy riding p urposes, k eeping them 
a day or two and then abandoning 
them on the streets.

The y ou ng woman, according to 
the story told at the time, was wait­ 
ing with her escort, Priv ate Oldham, 
at the road near the bridg e for a 
jitney in which she ex pected to ride 
back to Rockford. 
The testimony in 
the case, it is u nderstood, set forth 
that she was seized by a nu m ber of 
neg ro soldiers, carried a short dis- 
ance away and assau lted. 
The y ou ng woman was brou g ht 
back to Rockford by a jitney driv er 
and left the city . 
As soon as lier 
story became known to Maj. Gen. C. 
H. Martin, then in command of the 
camp, he ordered a sharp inv estig a­ 
tion and ev ery possible effort to bring 
in the g u ilty men. 
Some time^had 
been lost in the search for the ne­ 
g roes, du e, it was hinted at the t i m e ( 
to the dilatoriness of a su bordinate 
officer to whom it had been reported. 
More than twenty neg ro soldiers 
were finally brou g ht in u nder su spi 
cion of complicity in the crime. Sev ­ 
eral w^ere released on accou nt of lack 
of ev idence and one w*as sent to an 
institu tion for the criminal insane 
from the Winnebag o cou nty circu it 
cou rt.
